Three Executive and three Officers' Meetings were held on 26th 
August, 9th October and 29th October, 1968, 


Membership. Three new members were elected, one resigned and one member 
died. Membership of the Society was 368 on 29th October, 1968, The 
Executive records with regret, the death of Mr, F.A. Gibson, 19 Manson Street, 
Telopea, N;5.W. on 17th July, 1968, 


Hon, Treasurer and Business Manager. Dr, GsH.S. Hocper following his accep-— 
tance of a twoyear appointment to the International Atomic Imnergy Agency 
resigned as from 3lst October, The Executive appointed Mr. G.We. Saunders 

to replace Dr, Hooper. 


Builetin Editor. Mr. C.N. Smithers has asked the Executive to relieve him 
from the pesition cf Bulletin Editor following the production of Volume 4, 

Part 4 and Dr. F.¢;.D, McDonaid has agreed to accept. the position and will be 
responsible for the production of News Bulletin Vol. 5, No. 1 in February, 1969. 


‘ournaie The Officers who form the Publication Committee, have for some time 
considered that the turden of editing the Journai falling on the Editor has been 
unreasonable, The Journal size continues to increase, and there is a con- 
siderable amount of specialised editing, The Officers have therefore, 

appointed the following Editorial Board to assist the Editor, Dr, TeE. Woodward, 
Mr. I.FfeB. Common. Mro Re van Baer and Dr. lL. Barton-Browne.

WHY YOUR SUBSCRIPTION HAS BEEN RAISED = A STATEMENT FROM THE EXECUTIV E 


Members who attended the 2nd Annual General Meeting last February and those 
who read the minutes of it (News Bull. 4 (1):13) will have been aware that an increase 
in the annual subscription was likely, but to others it may come as an unpleasant shock, 
We hope you will all endorse it when you have considered the reasons, 


The increase is effected by changes to Clauses 10 and 15 of the Provisional 
vonstitution, Clause 2 oi which empowers the Executive to make such changes, subject , 
ve confirmation by the n ext Council meeting which in this case will be in August, 1959, 


Consuitation with Council 


The general financial situation of the Society and the necessity for 
increased funds were discussed at the two Council Meetings at Armidale and an increase 
in members’ subscriptions was approved as one of the methods by which the Executive 
should seek additional finance, The final decision was left to the Executive. We 
Selayed this until we could compare the 1967-8 financial statement with preceding 
ones, then wrote to Counciljors setting out the reasons for the proposed increase to 
$10 and requesting comments, 


Besides 3 Executive members, there are 16 other Councillors; 8 (of whom 3 
are known to have been overseas) did not reply; none of the other 5 opposed it = 5 
approved it, one did so with some doubt as to the reaction of members, one suggested 


‘ 
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a rise to $8 in 1969 and $10 in 1970, and one queried the possibility of a 
differential rate for members who are unable to claim the subscription as an. 
income tax deduction, Councillors offered other constructive comments and one 
ebtained the opinion of his affiliated Society's Council. 


It was in the light of these comments as well as our own assessment of 
the situation that the Executive changed the Constitution. 


Sources of present funds 


The income of the Society derives from Journal subscriptions, advertise- 
ments, aud sale of reprints and of occasional publications, all of which along 
with $3 of every member's $5 subscription go into the Publication Account; from 
this account payments are made for. printing and distribution of the Journal, 
reprints, and occasional publications. 


The General Account receives $2 from each member's subscriptions it 
provides the funds for production of the News Bulletin and general running expenssés 
cf the society. 


A small reserve of funds has been built up in each account because the 
Society collected a full year's subscription in 1965 (when it operated only for 
4 months and produced one News Bulletin) and in 1966, before commencing publicaticn 
of the Journal in 1967. Further, sales of Handbook No, 1 have more than paid 
for its publication, and the cost of printing Miscellaneous Publication No, l, 
P.C. Hely's "The Entomology of Citrus in New South Waies" has been met by 
donations from industry, thus augmenting the Publication Account, while surpluses 
from 1 and 2 Annual General Meetings have been added to the General Account. 


Occasional publications 


The Executive believes that acceptance of suitable manuscripts should 
not be governed by availability of outside funds and that we should not spend 
profits from occasional publications on other activities of the Society, but 
should aim to use them for further occasional publications. We therefore have 
not considered this source of income in assessing the financial position. 


AGM surpluses 


The surplus from an AGM is valuable, but unpredictable, and cannot be 
considered as a regular source of income; if the Society were more solvent these 
surpluses could well be earmarked for special purposes. 


Expenditure per memoer in 1967-8 


Te cost of the Journal in here based not on cost per Volume printed 
(since copies in hand are assets which will only slowiy be realised on) but on 
cost per volume issued. 
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Journal (Vol, 6, 1967, 158 pp) $5,36/volume 
News Bulletin/member $1, 60/ member 
Miscellaneous costs O, 20/ member 


Thus the effettive expenditure in 1967=8 on each member paying $5.00 
subscription was $7.16.  iscellaneous costs very, as in some years bulk purchases 
of stationery are made, and $0,20 is considered a mininum. Cost of the News 
Bulletin is likely tc increase with probable increased charges fer printing and 
stationery: we have been unsuccessful in attempts to increase income for the News 
Bulietin by obtaining regular advertisements. 


General Account 


Excess of Receipts over Expenditure at 30/6/67 was $419.65, and at 30/6/60 
$651.44, an increase of $261.79 representing 2 AGM surplus of $137.62 pius approxi- 
mately $0.20 per member, The latter figure can also be arrived at because, as 
already stated, of $2 from each member in 1967=8 News Bulletin took $1.60 and 
miscellaneous costs $0,20, leaving $0.20 in hand, This is a very small ameunt to 
eilow for likely increases in Bulletin and miscellaneous costs, let alone buiiding 
up any reserve of funds, 


The Journal 


1 and 2 AGlis, Council Meetings and individual members have ali emphasised 
how very important it is for the Society te expand its Journal and to maintain 
suick publication, Vol. 6, 1967, contained i58 pp: Vol. 7,,1968 contains 176 pps 
it is proposed that Vol, 8, 1969 should contain 208 pp. (i.e. am additional 16 pp 
per number). 


A quick=publishing journal attracts high quality manuscripts, but authors 
mili seek publication elsewhere if there are long delays. ‘se have been concerned 
that frustrating delays in publication will occur unless the Journal can be enlarged. 
4s an indication of the situation, by 29th October, 5 mantscripts, estimated to 
occupy 22 pages, had already been accepted for Vol, 8, No. 1, to be published on 
20¢2 JUNE, 1963, 


The printing cost per page of Vol, 6 did not rise for Vol. 7, but with 
wege increases a higher rate must be expected in future volumes, 


We have tried hard to obtain income for the Journal from advertising but 
mito only very limited success, 


At 2 AGM an increase in reprint charges was suggested but we consider these 
are already at a maximum rate by current stenderds,. 


Council at Armidale empowered the Executive to explore the possibility of 
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enrolling industrial firms as Sustaining Associates. We have come to a dead end - 
temporary we hope — in our efforts here and, though the idea has not been dropped, 
we obviously cannot depend on this as a source of income. 


The only recourse to us then, in seeking more funds to enlarge the 
Journal, is to raise members’ subscription, From each member's $10 we intend 
tc transfer $6 +o. the Publication Account to te spent on the Journal. This 
will cover the $5.36 spent per member in 1967-6 and allow for an increase. An 
enlarged journal will draw further funds to itself from saie of reprints and 
will, we believe, attract further subscribers. it is intended that enlergement 
should continue as funds accrue and suitable contributions are submitted, 


institutional Subscribers 


These have so far received Vol, 6 and Vol. 7, No, 1. We consider 
that as a young Society not yet well-known internationally, we must provide evidence, 
not just promises, of an enlarged Journal before we increase the price of it to 
Institutions. This will remain at $5 for Vol. 8, 1969 end be increased to $10 
commencing with Vol, 9, 1970, By then the Journal will have expanded in tro 
successive years and its size in 1970 will have been planned, 


Some members may feel that the institutionai subscription should have 
been raised in 1969, £We ask them to consider the other benefits members wiil 
receive for their $10 besides the Journal, and te consider aiso that the objects 
of our Society are the advancement and disseminaticn of entomological knowledge, 
particularily in relation te the Australian fauna, Its members may therefore 
fairly be expected to subsidise growth of its Journealg but sudvscribing institucvions 
nave not espcused its objects. 


internaticnal Congress 


Since its finances were considered in February, members have learned 
with considerabie pleasure that the Society's joint invitetion with the 
Australian Academy of Sciense to hoid XIV International Congress of Emtomolcey 
in Australia in 1972 was accepted by Alli Congress, In 2 provisional budget a 
figure of $500 wes suggested as this Society's contribution to the Congress 
ruriing costs. The Mxecutive has considered how it might buiid up a reserve of 
funds which would allow the Socisty t> play its due part as joint host. We 
intend to put aside from each subscription, commencing with 1969, an appropriate 
sum each year towards a fund which can be drawn on for the Congress, This method 
has the advantage that, unlike voluntary donations, it levies ali members; moreover 
Aonations to the Society would not be tax deductibie, 


General. Funds 
Of the $10 subscription, $6 will go to the journals $4 to the Generel 


Account. From the latter, up to $2 must be budgeted for the News Bulieting we 
prepose to increase the price per issue te 50 cents commencing with Vcl. 5, 1969. 
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The baiance will be used for general running expenses, Congress funds, and te build up 
& reserve in the General Account which might be used, for example, to enable the 
President to attend an Officers' meeting at least once during his term of office (this 
was recommended by Council in February). If mere than $6 is required for the Journel 
in the process of enlarging it, we envisage that the budget for the tsneral Acccunt 
coula be modified slightly. 


concessions tc Retired Wembers end Students 


We do not propose to alter the current rates which have always been frankiy 
subsidised by the Society. Conditions under which these are granted remain the same. 


Concessions to other members considered eligible 


The Executive appreciates that among members who cannot claim their 
sudscription as an income tax deduction, there may be some to whom the increase wili 
present a heavy burden. We, therefore, in altering Clause 5, made prevision for 
concessions in special cases, These are intended te help existing members where 
mecessary and are set tc cover cost of services receiveds we do not envisage 
accepting new members at concession rates, 


It wili be the responsibility of any member wishing to obtain a 
concession to apply direct to the Executive, or ask his regional Councilicr to apply 
on his behalf, giving information that indicates his eligibility. 


Sudscription to Journai by members of affiliated Societies 


This will be raised to $5 for Vol, 8, 1969, the same charge as to sub- 
scribing instituticns. From Vol. 9, 1970 it will be set, as previously, so that 
the Affiliated Society subscription plus J. Aust. ent. Sec, subscription together 
ere not less than membership subscription to cur Cociety.

NeW PROFESSOR OF ENTOMOLOGY 


The Vice-Chancellicr of the University of Queensland, Sir Fred Schonell, hss 
announced the appointment of Professor Douglas S, Kettle to the Chair of Entomology. 
Sir Fred said that Professor Kettle is an extremely distinguished entomologist, with 
a wide range of experience of university teaching and administration. 


Professor Kettle gained his D.Sc. from London University in 1952. He lectured 
at tdinburgh University from 1952 to 1961, and while there, was seconded to the 
Jamaican Government to inaugurate a Sandfly Research Unit. Since 1961, he has been 
Head of the Department of Zoology at the University College, Nairobi, Kenya, a const- 
ituent college of the University of East Africa, Here he has been closely connected 
with the planning and development of the Zoology Department, and was for tro years 
Dean of the Faculty of Science, 


Professor Kettle has published over thirty articles, mainly concerned with 
biting midges. His particular field oi interest is quantitative ecology with special 
references to blood=sucking nematocere (biting flies such as mosquitoes, sandflies 
and biting midges). He is married with three children. Professor Kettle expects to 
arrive in Brisbane at the end of June 1969, 
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A COOPERATIVE MOSQUITO=jTRAPPING PROJECT IN SOUTH=EBAST QUEENSLAND. 


The Brisbane City Council and a number of adjacent Councils have formed 


a Contiguous Local ‘uthorities' Committee to discuss common problems, and 
it has appointed a Mosquito Abatement Subcommittee. 


In 1967 this Subcommittee decided to investigate the possibility of 
cooperative mosquito control projects, with particular reference to the 
Salt-mersh mosquito, Aedes vigilex, which is known to migrate long distances 
from its breeding places, A light trapping programme was considered to be 
the simplest and most economical initial measure towards defining sources of 
infestation and affected areas, and it was decided to run this for a trial 
period early in 1966, 


Twenty standard niniature light-traps made by Brisbane City Council to 
the design of Mr. H. A. Standfast, with 6 watt bulb and fen operating off 
240V mains supply were distributed among % local authorities with a 50 mile 
radius of Brisbane. The overall trapping period was 4 March —- 14 May: most 
traps were in operation 11 March —- 11 April. 


For various reasons in this trial period not all traps operated every 
night, nor for the same period each night, but it appeared that all the 
difficulties encountered could be overcome, 


The Mosquitoes from each trap collection were sorted out from other 
insects by the resronsible operator (usually a Health Inspector: but a 
Pound—Keeper, and a boys' Secondary School Biology class alsc undertook 
this). They rere stored in a plastic vial over paper tissue, with trap 
number and date of collection, held in the freezer of a domestic refrig- 
erator until transported by the Health Inspector in styrene foam boxes 
milton picnic freezer blocks to the University where they were again stored 
in a freezer until icentified. Condition of these specimens was usually 


very good, 


the brisbane City Council engaged an Entomclogy III student on a 
part-time basis to identify collections: he referred all difficult specimens 
to the ~riter who from time to time did some bulk identifications also, 


A total of 7265 mosquitoes (5874 females, 1391 males, representing 
25 species) were identified from 489 trap-catches. 


Culex annulirostris (60 percent),,Culex sitiens and Aedes vigilax 
(each about 16 percent) were the species most frequen*+ly taken. Numbers 
of Culex annulirostris in some localities showed a distimct increase 2-4 
weeks after rain. Numbers of Aedes vigilax in some localities, principally 
those near its salt-mareh breeding grounds, reached a peak 9-13 days after 
the highest tide, It had been hoped that reiative numbers of A, vigilax 
in trap catches might indicate the rate of its movement inland from breeding 
ercunds but numbers taken et distances from the breeding grounds were too 
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low to indicate whether there was a sudden invasion, Numbers of A, vigilax at 
this time were lower than they commonly are in mid summer. 


4 more restricted project has commenced this summer. Trapping will be 
confined to a period of 18 nights following the 7 ft. tides in October and 
November, identifications will be restricted to A. vigilax (and in some cases 
OC. annulirostris) and will be done by the Health Inspectors themselves. This 
should provide further information on the possible use of these light traps in 
study of movements of A, vigilax away from its breeding places.

A GRANT FOR POSTGRADUATE RESEARCH ON AEDES VIGILAX 


A post-graduate student at the University of Queensland rill be financed 
by an American company for the next tro years to study the salt march mosquito 


(Aedes vigilax). 


The Deputy Vice-Chancellor of the University of Queensland, Professor L,J.F. 
Teakle, today received from Dr. D, Hurmam of Malbourne, Research Specialist 
international, a cheque for $3,400 from the Chevron Chemical Company of San 
rancisco as the first half of a Grant-In-Aid Scholership to be established in 
the Department of Entomology. 


The Chevron Chemical Company has provided the two-year grant for the 
study of the Australian Salt Marsh Mosquito by a candidate for a Ph.D. or 
Master's degree. 


The candidate will be supervised by Dr. E.i, Marks, who does research on 
Queensland mosquitoes under a grant from the State Department of Health, and 
Dr. GH.S, Hooper of tne Department of Entomology. 


The study will include such aspects as the influence of high tides and 
heavy rain on the emergence of the mosquito, and the effect of various factors 
on the migretion of adults. This should indicate the optimum method of using 
a chemical product for controlling the mosquito, 


In making the presentation, Dr. Hunnem said that "it is apparent to all 
Scientific Observers concerned vith the trials so far carried out in Australia 
that there is still much to learn about the chief pest, the salt march mosquito, 
before we can say with full authority how we should go about using aerial spray- 


ing", 
Dr. Hunmnam pointed out that extensive tests of their product in the U.S.A, 


by “Wild Life Authorities have shown that it does not harm birds, fish and other 
wild life. He stated, "It would appesr that the stage is now well set for 
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advance in mosquito control within the next few years, in so far as we have 
the method and also, with this Scholarshiv, the research tc apply that method 
to best advantage.”

WSYSTEMATIC ZOOLOGY" 


It would guess that most taxonomists at some time or other, 
particularly when reviewing an extensive group of insects, become avare of 
matters of general or theoretical relevance outside the group concerned, 
The temptation is strong to note the point (if at all) briefly in an 
"Introduction" or "Discussion", where it is likely to remain buried and 
unpubdlicised, perhaps forever. (How many taxonomists read reviews of 
groups other than their own?), And yet, if given more expended treatment, 
in a separate communication, the point concerned may well turn out to be 
one of wide reference and considerable importance. 


Apart from urging consideration of the above, I would like to 
bring to the attention of anyone not familiar with it, the journal "Systematic 
Zoology". Published in U.S.A. by the Society of Systematic Zoology, and now 
in its 17th volume, it exists as a major international forum for discussion 
of just such topics as I have described above. Although it has in recent 
years been heavily loaded ~ith papers on numerical taxonomy, this apparent 
bias is historical in origin and in no may reflects editorial policy. I 
therefore strongly recommend the journal as a vehicle for papers on the 
more general, theoretical or practical aspects of taxonomy and systematics.

THE "“SOMMERMAN" KEY = AN ABBREVIATED COUPLET—TYPE | 


Dr. K.M. Sommerman (1966) has recently published a key in which the 
usual couplet arrangement has been modified. As this type of key seems 
potentially very useful under certain circumstances and as it is published 
in a journal which may not have been seen by many Australian entomcelogists 
I thought it may be useful to mention it in this Bulletin. As pointed out 
by Dr. Sommerman, this is a type of "true-false" key and is designed to speed 
identification of specimens by reducing the printed matter and reading time 
involved in using a normal "couplet" type key. 


At the end of each numbered statement in the key, there is a "T" and an 
"F" each followed by a number or a scientific name. If the statement is trues 
of the specimen being identified you proceed to the statement indicated by the 
number after "IT", If the statement is false, proceed to the statement incic- 
ated by the number after "F", The scientific name indicates the identity of 
the species agreeing with the true or false concept, as indicated.

economic entomology. He found that the integrated approach to insect control 
is widely accepted, and is stimulating the study of biological control and

One result of this is the need for greater depth and coverage in 
the training of entomologists, a need which has led to the establishment 
of the Pestology course at the Simon Frazer University near Vancouver.
